The FBI has completed its review of records subject to the Freedom of Information/Privacy Acts (FOIPA) 
that are responsive to your request.

Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS ts an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
Standard search policy ts a search for main entity records in the CRS. Unless specifically requested, a standard search does not

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FB! creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FB! does not maintain records on every 


person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(aX8A\i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division 
provides Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history 
records are not the same as material in an investigative "FBI file” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of 
information taken from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FB! in connection with arrests, federal employment, 
naturalization, or military service.

Subject: HIGHLIGHTS OF TORONTO CONVENTION OF “AMERICAN eEDERATION OF LABOR a 
Sunmary of Information: , ; 

An article by nose (OTIS in the November issue of the magazine “THE Xs 


SponMUNISt". edited by Ear]xBROWDER , General Secretary of the Commuriist Party 
reviews the events at the Toronto Gonvention of the A.F.L.’ This article is 
strictly for party consumption and its main purpose, the author states, is 
to show the trends developing within the A.F.L. and how the group is reacting 
to the most vital issues which are second front, international labor co-opera- ~ 
tion, and the wification of our trade union movement, which is all necessary 
for the making of labor's rule more active, : 


She notes with resentment that the Hutchinsons and Wolls continue to ’ 
hold their grip in the A.F.L. and attempts to show just what there is for the 
Left and progressive forces within the union to accomplish to bring about the 
unity that Communists desire to see in the labor set-up. She notes that the 
A.F.L. did not come out in support of the second front ‘and that the question 
of an international labor-sot-up was brushed aside and finds it difficult to 
find any single characterization of thd Convention to adequately describe its 
decisions, for it was neither vholly reactionary nor wholly progressive and, 
in the words of the author “the -Convontion was not ‘a model win-the-war affair", 
The Convention attracted, 500 delegates reproscnting fivo and one-half million 
ducs-paying members and control of the Convention romained with the Hutchinsons 
and Wolls, who are desvised by the Communists. 


Early in her article, she explained that affairs of the A.F.L. remain in 

_ discord due to factions which koop it divided and disorganized, such as Daniel 

NeTOBIN of the Brotherhood of Toamstors, Chauffeurs, Varehousomen and Helpers 

“(most powerful of the A.F.L. groups) and DavidADUBINGKY of the International 
Ladios Garmont “orkers, both of vhom joined with or capitulated to the anti- 
Sovict Hutchinson-\oll clique and controllod the Convention, causing even 
President William GREEN to retreat. Despite this, many policics of President 
Roosevelt wore carricd out, including stabilizing and controlling prices, and 
extending rationing as a means of strongthoning the war offort. Roferunes was 
also made to the fact thet tho a.F.L, supportcd the Goyer~Peppcer Anti-Poll Tax 
bill.

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vais article for the COMMUNIST q¢. stated that the dele- 
gates rosponded to pro-Russion talks and joincd with others as sponsors for the 
Congress of Amcrican-Sovict friondship, and took eredit for the CIO as furnishing 
the basis for the A.F.L, intensifying their efforts toward inercasecd war pro- 
duction, However, the author's disappointment is noted in the failure of tho A.F.L. 
to deal adcquatcly with the Negro problem, and she urges the Left and Progressive 
forces to come boldly forward with proposals to augment the situation, 


Sho. vont on to say thet Labor's part in the war offort increases cach day, 
Tho A.F.L. gained a million nev members in a single year and has now reached al- 
most 6 million and the author indicated that the amazing growth in both the A.F.L. 
and CIO shows a new development in the American labor movement, The new recruits 
to the A.F.L.:- fold make labor the most advanced anti-fascist soction of the people. 
These newcomers to lebor unions aro mostly in the metal trades, shipyard ond air- 
craft industrics,. It is noticed that the Boilermekers have doubled their membor- 
ship in a year and now touch nincty thousand while Federal local unions jumped 
thcir' membership by two hundred and fifty thousand. Unions are being forced to 
1ct' down the bars against negroos snd cnd restrictions on apprentice workors, Ad- 
mittanec of negroes to work at skilicd trades shows a marked change in policy for 
the A.F.L. and indicates a new attitude and approach to the question, . 


Influx of new blood in A.F,L, unions has aided the group grcatly in cstablish- 
ing production records--cspecially in shipyards, and she is quick to state that 
this show is in support of Russian aid and the Molotov pact. The cuthor gocs into 
detail noming locals where production is growing through the effort and spirit of 
-unionized employces. 


The second front question erceps into the article as the author tolls of 
various locals within the A.F.L. signing pleas for ection against the Nazis across 
the English channel. Tho author points out that Connecticut's resolution asking 
for the 2nd front was adopted, but is should be noted that the Loft-progressivo 
forces in Connecticut's A.F.L, groups arc more consolidated, 


Removal of business as usual cloments within the A.F.L. is fostered by the 
author who leans toward the Left-progressive forees who ere celled upon to play 
a decisive role. In hor talks about labor unity, she urges CIO and A.F.L. unity 
to bettor combet anti-labor measures sponsored by dofeatist clements. Joint ection 
by the groups will repeat such work as establishing the Nar Production Board under 
the leadership of Donald Nelson, Labor Victory Committces is another offspring of 
united labor activity. 


Gonsiderable space is given in this Commnist-sponsored version of the A.F.L. 
convention to one JacAfenicr who did quite a bit of talking about the horoic, 
self-secrificing spirit\of the organized workers of the Sovict Union, Tanner 
represented the British Trade Union Congress. The author uses many of his statce 
ments end adds thet Tanner's talk struck a responsive chord, 


It is noted thet the author sides with the factions in the A.F.L, that are 
scoking to reopen negotiations for full cooperation with Sovict and British labor 


as suggested by British and Russicn leaders end supported by the CIO, Tho A.F.L. 
turned it down and suggosted a liaison sct-up which the Sovict refused, ‘and tho 


ree 
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Hutchinson clique is blamed for defeating the aims of the intornctions] lebor 
setup. To offsct th t+ehingon actions in this case, the author reaches into 
the speech of Hinata rossn, leader of the Trensport Workers! Union, mado at 

a recent Commnist soksored second front mecting to voice the pro-international 
labor sot-up sontimonts of tho OP. 


In conclusion tho author says thet the main tesk before the A.F.L. workers 
is the specdicst roclization of the socond front, and stetes thet thore has boon 
a sharp decline in rod-baiting--ovidently because the stamp of defcatist was 
placed on any once waving the "red flag." Sho claims thet factions of tho 4.F.L. 
recognize the Commmist party as playing a loyal and stecdfast role in the vor 
effort and sooking to develop Inbor's pert in the struggle. 


gho closes her lengthy article by stating that the Communists arc not out 
for control in tho lnbor ficld, and “do not seck to dominate the unions as tho 
rod-baitors chargo--cll thoy want is the right to work in unions and aid in the 
groct stop being takon by labor in this country." 
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
